Sinoc General Irlviteky has served for a any years in the Military 
Xntelllgenoa Servioe and elnoe the woric of that service le closely connected 
with that of the GPU (The Cornels earl at for Internal Affairs ), 1 asked his 
several questions regarding the organisation of the GPU in the Ikiited States. 

He replied that there were two distinct brenehes of the GPU operating in this 
country. One branch was headed by some person in the Soviet F»baesy, a person 
probably who had no diplomatic rank or perhaps a low dlplaaatio rank and Ao 
had little dlreot contact with the Ambassador or diploaatio aswbert of his 
staff. Subordinate to this person were GPU centers in Aatorg. Into ur 1st, and the 
various Soviet consular offloes. 

The second GPU branch had no connection whatever with the first and 
like tho first, reported direct to Vos cor. The head of the eecond branch 
lived in lew Tork and undoubtedly nany of his agsnts ware American oltiaeni.

On Juno 28, 1939, General Irivitsky vac interviewed by a representa- 
tive of tha U. 8* Department of State in connection with tha investigation of 
a fraudulent paieport oonspl raoy whloh was carried out under the direction of 
Adolph A. Cubans . Iaaae Don Levina, who had collaborated with Krivitaky 
In the letter's published articles, participated In the interview. 

For your information, there le sat forth hereinafter a verbatim 
report of the pertinent portion of that interviews 






•General Irieltaky stated that Rubens was sent to the tibited States

he was in charge of the Job himself end had possibly twenty persons under hie 
direction. There are four methods known of altering photographs the datails 
of whleh I did not then learn but will at a later date. 


•General Krivitaky asked me where the name Rude wits came from which 
appeared in this ease as he reealled having seen the name in Rubens* military 
dossier, which he had Inspected at one time. Be was under the impression that 
the names Rutarerkl and Rudawitt ware both In the file. Rubens is a Latvian 
whom he knew as Ewe Id . Re has a brother who is an offioar in the Latvian Army 
and his name la either Dekallo or Gekello* Re said there were a a mall number 
of officers in the Latvian Army and that it ehould be easy to Identity this 
man. Rubens was sent to Russia in 1922 from Latvia and it may be that he stayed 
in the Kudewits family in Ruasia. General Irivltsky waa familiar with the 
hiatory of the alder Rudewits who had been the subject of extradition proceedings 
between the United Stetee and Ruaeia. It was indicated that the family with 
which Rubens lived in Russia might be related to Rudewits, the man in this 
oountry, and that the Fidewits in this country knew more of the matter than ho 
had admittad. General Krivitaky did not know that Rudewiit senior was living 
In this oountry an 4,w si surprised at that Information*

Z asked why so many fraudulent passports wera re* 
quired for his aoti Titles and was told that frequently a person was assigned 
a Job and entered a oountry on one passport, left the oountry ©n a passport 
in another name and nationality with forged entranoe visas, and oould 
move quickly from oountry to country, using as many as ten different Identities* 
It confused the work of the intelligence services of foreign aountries and left 
a feeling of uncertainty as to whether a given individual atill wet or mas 
not in a certain oountry. It was a very useful way of oonoealing activities 
and whereabouts. 

"I celled General Irivitsky*! attention to the fact that the photograph 
of Gerard Moran in the Rubens-Robinson case quite closely resembled himself. Be 
was surprised, examined the photograph very olosely, called attention to the 
heirht. (whioh wa« about three iuoh.es taller than himself) and to the faot that 
he had blue-grey eyes whereas Uoran was said to have had brown ayes. Irivitsky 
said the narw Uoran was a none familiar to him in ocnnection with information 
from the Brooklyn Kavy Yard through Julia Poynte, who waa an agant in lew York 
for the rnoeipt of military and naval intelligence data.
